find a compromise. We of the pev- 
ple cannot be pathfinders becauss 
“most of us think chiefly below 
our diaphragms.” Moreover we, 
the people, are ignorant: “it is our 
ignorance of history and of soctal 
evolution that makes us so blind to 
the trend of soc ial events.’’ There- 
fore it is quite proper that we 
should leave the whole problem of 
social unrest to an assistant pro- 
fessor of sociology at the Univers!- 
ty of Minnesota who reads the 
Atlantic Monthly really 
month, as this book shows. 

The fundamental fact 
which the author builds 
Inons is “There are more 
than jobs and this a tact 
I’-a-c-t, fact!”” There is usually a 
number of workers, say 2,000,900. 
out of a job, and he thinks that this 
proves that there are more workers 
than jobs, which, of course, does 
not necessarily follow. 

So much for the “‘Causes” of the 
social unrest. Now let us consider 
the “cures” which the expert on 
sociology puts forth without the 
slightest hesitancy or doubt: “An 
equitable circulation of wealth is 
what is wanted.”’ It is an old prin- 
ciple of economics that luxury 
should be enjoyed by none till ne- 
cessities have been provided for 
all.” Tointerrupt: We should like 
to see a single textbook on eco- 
nomics where this “old principle” 
is as much as mentioned. 

The disintegration of the middle 
class is patent to, and is explained 
by, the author, of course. “We look 
at the captains of industry on the 
upper rungs of the laddgPand im- 
agine that by industry and brains 
we can achieve like positions. FEurt 
the dice are loaded against us! It 
can be demonstrated mathemati- 
cally that onty one in 50 can be jn 
the richest 2 per cent, and they are 
not likely to be our sons but the 
sons of those already there.” Is itt 
possible that the fame neither of 
John ID. Rockefeller nor of Henry 
Ford, these two richest men of the 
United States, has ever penetrated 
to the University of Minnesota? 

The following reforms are ad- 
vocated: 

Taxation should be used u8 a 
means of re-diffusing the wealth 
of the community. Monopolies 
must be controlled. Immigration 
should be rigorously restricted. The 
right to work would seem to be a 
natural right. That the duty to 
work “would seem to be” a natural 
duty under that condition is, how- 
ever, not mentioned. International 
comity and a league of nations rf» 
enforce peace are also needed, al- 
though ‘“‘we individualistic mid- 
die class Americans are discour- 
agingly slow in seeing the necess!- 
ty for that.”’ Too bad. 

After all this is done we shall 
have democracy. But what Is de- 
mocracy? That is easy. ‘‘Democ- 
racy is a co-operative effort to fur- 
nish everybody with a_ sufficient 
share of life's necessities, ~ fair 
participation in  life’s pleasures, 
and a satisfying access to culture.” 
Thomas Jefferson spoke of “pur- 
suit of happiness,’’ but the assist- 
ant professor guarantees happ!- 
ness.

A Student Speaks 


To the Editor of the Woman's Page: 
The happiness and efficiency of 


the individual are so intimately bound 
up with his sex life that probably no 
one human problem looms up as of 
anywhere near the importance of 
the sex problem. Just as a suggestion 
of its importance I will mention tht 
most neurasthenias, neuroses, hyste- 


rias and morbid fears and obsessions | 
are regarded by psychiatrists as hav- | 


ing, directly or indirectly, a sexual 
origin. It is only, however, within 
the past 25 years that any scientific 
study of sex has been made, and the 
study is as yet far from complete or 
satisfactory. The Burean of Social 
Hygiene has attacked one aspect of 
the problem by sending out question- 
naires designed to find, if possible, a 
cprrelation between the happigess and 
success of a marriage and certain in- 
fluences or circumstances in the life 
of the uverage woman, e. g., employ- 
ment before and after marriage, age 
at time of marriage, relative age of 
husband and wife, sex practices and 
sex instruction both when a child and 
after adolescence; to find out also the 
prevalence of the use of contracep- 
tives, the attitude of women toward 
their use, their effect, etc. 

Personally, I do not see why a 
women would not be willing to aid in 
throwing light on questions concern: 
ing which public opinion in general 
is 80 ignorant, so degraded and per 
verted. I do not see how a woman 
could object to helping clear away 
the mists of prejudice, hysterica) 
aversion, stupid and pernicious cer- 
tainties, which now enshrond the sub- 
ject and cause it to be regarded either 
as shameful and abnormal or as a 
joke. 


Any frank and thorongh discussion | 


of the subject is, of course, impossi- 
ble in the columns of a daily paper, 
but I should like to point out certain 
salient American characteristics 
which, I believe, would well repay
